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COURAGE IN THE RADIO ROOM, by Everett weasm April 2002 


There is much being written today about courageous men and women 
responding to crisis by putting their lives on the line. Radio operators 
have often found themselves in situations where their immediate and 
selfless actions will save lives. 


This month we celebrate the 90th Anniversary of one such event. On 
April 14, 1912, John Phillips and Harold Bride were on duty in the 
Radio Room. They were simply doing the job they were contracted by 
Marconi International Marine Communications to complete. These 
men, in their early 20s, regularly worked long shifts to provide 
communications for the guests of the White Star Line, owner of their 
ship, the Titanic. 

Late that Sunday evening, routine communications were being passed 
to MCE at Cape Race, Newfoundland. John Phillips was on radio 
watch.

Occasional interactions took place with Cyril Evans, radio master on the Californian nearby. —, 


Routine comms came suddenly to an end when the ship was struck with a side-swiping action 
by ice. Now early Monday morning, the ship was calling for assistance using the standard CQD 
call for assistance and the newly adopted SOS. 


Harold Cottam, radioman aboard the Carpathia alerted his Captain to the need for assistance 
and that shipped reversed course and moved to assist. By 2:05 am that morning Captain Smith 
of the Titanic thanked his radio operators and released them to take care of themselves. By that 
time most of the lifeboats had been lowered and were moving away from the ship. Only the 
portable inflatables remained. 


The Carpathia arrived around 4:00 am. Less than half of the ship’s 1,500 passengers had 
reached or been accommodated by the life boats. Only 711 would survive the sinking. One of 
the survivors would be Harold Bride, who made it away in a portable boat. Even after his 
ordeal, Bride relieved Cottam in the radio room of the Carpathia. John Phillips was lost in the 
sinking. 


Harold Bride continued to work as a radio operator. He served in World War I aboard a 
steamer, After the war he returned to Scotland, where he lived quietly. He died in 1956. 


We serve in a tradition of courage and bravery. Our skills, honed during routine radio work, are 
needed when disaster strikes. The response we make in such times is in the line of men like 
Phillips and Bride.

PCsat Reported in Trouble, ArRL Letter 


Bob Bruninga, WB4APR, reports that PCsat could be lost if ground controllers are not able to 
get the spacecraft into a positive power budget. He has asked all users to not digipeat via PCsat 
until further notice. 


PCsat is resetting--running the batteries dead--on every eclipse. "This is killing it, unless we are 
successful soon," Bruninga said. Command stations in the Southern Hemisphere--where PCsat 
currently just encounters the sun and the only place where a "low power" command would have 
any chance of recovering the spacecraft--are working to resolve the problem. "There is nothing 
we in the Northern Hemisphere can do other than turn our transmitters off, so as not to add to 
the power load," he said. 


Built by midshipmen from the US Naval Academy under Bruninga’s guidance and launched last 
September, PCsat is a 1200-baud APRS digipeater designed for use by hand-held transceivers or 


mobiles. Bruninga said command stations are on top of the situation. ~

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ARRL ASKS FCC TO ELIMINATE, "REFARM" NOVICE CW BANDS 


The ARRL has asked the FCC to eliminate the 80, 40 and 15-meter Novice/Technician PlusCW ™) 
subbands as such and reuse that spectrum in part to expand the phone allocations on 80 and 

40 meters. In a Petition for Rule Making filed March 22, the League requests that the FCC revise 

its Amateur Service rules in accordance with the modified Novice band "refarming" scheme the 

ARRL Board of Directors okayed in January. The Petition has not yet been put on public notice 

for comment. 


"The opportunity to eliminate the Novice and Technician-Plus telegraphy subbands and the 
reapportionment of those inefficiently deployed segments will allow alleviation of significant, 
sometimes critical, overcrowding in the popular Amateur HF allocations," the ARRL said in its 
Petition. 


The ARRL also cited "substantial advancements in the use of digital techniques” in the HF 
bands--such as PSK31--to bolster its assertion that a refarming plan for the underutilized 
Novice HF subbands "cannot wait longer and must proceed now." The refarming plan adopted 
was based on the recommendations of the ARRL Novice Spectrum Study Committee following a 
survey of the amateur community last year. Under the proposal, no operator class would lose 
privileges, and most would gain. 


If the FCC approves the plan, current Novice and Technician Plus (ie, Technician with Element 1 
credit) licensees would be permitted to operate on the 80, 40, 15 and 10-meter General-class 
CW allocations at up to 200-W output. For General and higher class operators, the ARRL wants 
the FCC to implement changes in the 80, 40 and 15-meter "phone" bands. 


On 80 meters (3500-4000 kHz), phone privileges would begin at 3725 kHz for Extra, at 3750 ~ 
kHz for Advanced and at 3800 kHz for General--another 25 kHz for Extra and Advanced 
operators and another 50 kHz for Generals. On 40 meters (7000-7300 kHz), phone privileges 
would begin at 7125 kHz for Advanced and Extra and at 7175 kHz for General--25 kHz more for

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ISRAEL: "FIRST" BRINGS IN NEW HAMS, from Hagal International . 


A new group of radio amateurs has emerged in Israel from a rather unexpected place. 
According to Hagal International, the new Israeli hams are from an all volunteer Search and 
Rescue group called First. 


First members are on call to provide wilderness rescues in areas such as the Israeli desert and 
canyons. For communications, First members have long carried two-way hand helds operating 
in point to point simplex mode. The limitations of simplex in rugged terrain means that there 
are times when they cannot keep in touch. 


Recognizing a need for improved communications, First contacted to Israel Amateur Radio Chub 
to ask if the nationwide repeater system could be made available for search and rescue use. 
And according to veteran ham radio instructor Moshe Inger, 4Z4PF, when First members 
learned that they would first have to pass an Israeli ham radio exam, they did not flinch one bit. 


First members studied and passed the amateur radio license tests. There are now more than a 
dozen new hams from Eilat in the South to Golan in the North. 


Amateur Radio joins with many other activities to provide communications. Today, many 
people in those other avocations are joining the ranks of hams by passing the exams and 
becoming one of the amateur radio group.

for Extra and Advanced operators and another 50 kHz for Generals. On 15 meters (21,000- 
21,450 kHz), phone privileges would begin at 21,200 kHz for Extra, at 21,225 kHz for Advanced 
and at 21,275 kHz for General--no change for Extra and Advanced but 25 kHz more for General. 
On 10 meters, the ARRL has recommended no changes other than to accommodate CW, RTTY 
and data by Novice and Tech Plus licensees at 28.0 to 28.3 MHz. 


The ARRL suggested that its proposed configurations strike the right balance between the need 
for additional phone spectrum and the important goal of encouraging further development of 
narrowband data modes in the CW segments. 


The ARRL's "omnibus" petition also asks the FCC to permit amateurs to use spread spectrum 
on the 222-225 MHz band; expand the pool of special event call signs beyond the 1x1 format to 
include identifiers for US territories and possessions that do not provide for mailing addresses; 
clarify its rules to indicate that modulated CW (MCW) is permitted for repeater station 
identification; and to incorporate into its rules a 1990 FCC waiver authorizing amateurs in 
certain areas of Colorado and Wyoming to operate on certain segments of the 33-cm band. The 
League invited the FCC to consolidate its omnibus petition with other pending Amateur Radio- 
related petitions now before the FCC.

ANNOYING SATELLITE IS OFF 2 METERS, from AMSAT-North America 


An annoying mystery satellite transmitting AFSK, frequency modulated Morse on 144.100 MHz 
for several days has been identified. It turned out to be a signal from the MAROC-TUBSAT 
satellite. This is an Earth-sensing spacecraft owned by a Moroccan government agency called 
he Royal Center for Remote Sensing. It was placed into a polar orbit by a Russian launcher on 
December 10, 2001. 


As soon as he learned of the interference to amateur operations, Professor Udo Renner of the 
Center had the 144.100 MHz transmitter turned off. He then notified AMSAT Germany that 
TUBSAT was no longer on two meters. 


TUBSAT also has a downlink at 436.075 MHz. This system is only busy over North Africa and 
-~ Europe and only when the control stations in Rabat and Berlin are activated. It has not been 
heard elsewhere in the world. 
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GREG WALDEN MEETS WITH ARRL REPRESENTATIVES, trom ARRL Letter 


ARRL representatives met again this past month with government officials. This trip 
emphasized the emergency communications capabilities of amateur radio. Among those who 
met with President Jim Haynie W5JBP and the delegation were US House Members Greg 
Walden, WB70CE, of Oregon and Pete Sessions of Texas. Jeff Koch, NUSZ, Sessions’ legislative 
assistant was present as well. 


"I was encouraged," Haynie said after the round of meetings. Since September 11, he said, he's 
perceived a greater level of awareness in Washington as to what role Amateur Radio might play 
in homeland security and increased public safety. "The reception we got was extremely 
cooperative and very friendly," he said. 


During the Washington visit, the ARRL renewed its Memorandum of Understanding with FEMA, 
which sponsors RACES. The MOU calls on FEMA to encourage state and local emergency 
management officials to establish cooperative relationships with ARRL field volunteers, the 
inclusion of Amateur Radio in developing state and local emergency operating plans, and the 
use of those plans to support exercises."
